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DECISION ON PETITION 


This decision is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
September 28, 2004. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned June 1, 2004 for failure to timely 
submit a proper reply to the "REMAND AND ORDER FOR CLARIFICATION" mailed 
March 31, 2004. The Order set a two month non-extendible period of time 
for response. This decision precedes notice of dismissal of appeal.

The Commissioner may require additional information where 
there is a question whether the delay was unintentional; and (4) any 
terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required 
pursuant to paragraph (d) of this section. 

The instant petition has been reviewed and found in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b). Accordingly, the failure to timely reply to 
the Order mailed March 31, 2004 is accepted as having been unintentionally 
delayed.
